CHILDREN 


The extent to which their children j 
hav e to study their lesso ns at home is i 
a m atter of anxiety to many p arents.! 
W hen a yo ungster finds himself up 
against the tough nuts of the latter 
p art of tin arithmetic, he has to do 
so me p retty solid work 
He is v ery 
ap t to get tired, nerv o us and irritable. 
His p arents dep lore the o v erwo rk atul j 
cram m ing of the schools. 


An exp erienced and gifted teacher, 
p uts it as his belief, based on many 
years of t--aching, that boy s and girls 
in the ninth grade of school can fairly 
be exp ected to do abo ut an ho ur and 
a half a day of home work, but should 
no t be exp ected to do more than that. 
Teachers in 
m a n y of the higher 
grade schools comp lain bitterly of the 
lack of p rep aratio n of the chikv ren 
H at come to them. 
They are lam» in 
arithmetic and v r ite in an illiterate 
manner. 
In well co nducted schools a 
sp ecial effort is made in the eighth 
or ninth grades to remedy these de­ 
fects of the lower grade work. 
That 
means incessant drill, so that p erlorm- 
ing t!ie p rocesses coreretly becomes a 
m atter of habit. 


Where the strain and nerv ousness 
co m e 
in 
is 
p rincip ally because so 
many p eop le, both children and gro wn­ 
up s. are naturally inaccurate. 
The 
father and m o ther who set out to help 
the boy do tho se tough examp les in 
m easurem ents and p artial p ayments, 
are quite as likely to make mistakes 
as the yo ungster. 
In doing the big 
multip licatio ns and (.¡v isions it is v ery 
easy to make some trifling erro r that 
will inv alidate the whole p rocess. 
It excites o ne's sym p athy to see a 
child hav ing these first struggles with 
the o bstacles and difliculties of life 
But it is a necessary p art of exp eri­ 
ence. 
Arithmetic work is a sp lendid 
training in accuracy of detail work, 
which is one of the best qualifications 
fo r success in any kind 
of 
career. 
W here 
children 
can 
be 
p rop erly 
graded, so that the brighter ones can 
be giv en an amo unt of work equal to 
their p owers, while the more back­ 
ward ones shall not lie ov erloaded, 
b etter results are obtained with less 
friction.
